The frail body of Mahatma 
Gandhi Has been consumed in 
the white flames of the burn- 
‘ing-ghat beside the sacred Jum- 
na river, in an awesome but im- 
spressively beautiful ceremony 
which one must see to under- 
stand. 

The Mahatma's body is gone— 
murdered by cne who made the 
ysalaam of goodwill even as he 
fired the traitorous shots. But 
the spirit of this world-figure, 
whose last act as he sank dying 
to the ground was to give the

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of forgiveness to his 
assassin, still lives within the 
hearts of the host who worship- 
ped him. 

These circumstances present 
the Indian sub-continent, hous- 
ing close to a fifth of the world’s 
population, with a problem which 
is both momentous and unique. 
It is this: 

Can the spirit of Gandhi, the 
martyr, continue to exercise the 
same influence over the coun- 
try’s inflammable millions as he 
has exercised in life? Can 
Gandhi, dead, still hold in leash 
the bitter, primitive hatreds 
which could plunge the Indian 
peninsula into the herror of a 
fratricidal strife such as the 
world never before has seen? 

Now that’s not just an aca- 
demic query. The question of 
whether Gandhi the martyr is 
as big as Gandhi alive is one of 
the gravest of our troubled 
globe. And it’s one nobody can 
answer at the mement. Only 
time can tell, and pending its 
answer the anxiety must con- 
tinue. . 

Gandhi's assassination has em- 
phasized a complication in the 
Indian situation. We no longer 
are concerned merely with the 
communal warfare between the 
Hindus and the Moslems. There’s 
a dangerous split among the 
Hindus, and they total about 
three-quarters of the sub-contin- 
ent’s population. 

The police of New Delhi, cap- 
ital of the dominion of Hindu 
India where Ghandi was slain, 
have held Narayan Vinayak 
Godse as the Mahatma’s assasin. 
The authorities also have iden- 
tified the accused as a member 
of the politico-religious Hindu 
organization known as the Ma- 
hasabha. This is a militant 
body which would change India 
into a religious state and revive 
the ancient Hindu laws and 
practices. It advocates India 
fer the Hindus, and has been 
charged by government officials 
with increasing communal hat- 
reds by means of anti-Moslem 
propaganda. 

Well, of course, all that is ut- 
terly opposed to the code of 
Gandhi and his followers, in- 
cluding such leaders as Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, prime minis- 
ter of the dominion of India. 
The Mahasabha, while powerful, 
is a minority organization. But 
that’s not the whole story. 

Sardar Vallabhai Patel, home 
minister of the Indtan govern- 
ment, yesterday announced the 
discovery of a plot to kill Prime 
Minister Nehru, minister of edu- 
cation Azad and Patel himself. 
The home Minister said arrests 
were being 
that there was ample evidence 
“we were marked to be liquidat- 
ed because a certain group be- 
lieved we were making too many 
concessions to Pakistan and 
Moslems generally.” He didn’t 
further identify the ‘certain 
group.” 

So there still are people in 
India who would impose their 
wills as conquerors upon the 
rest. The dangers of such a 
situation are obvious. Specu- 
lation whether wholesale frat- 
ricidal warfare may develop is 
futile. There is nobody wise 
enough to answer that today. 
One thing alone stands out 
clearly: 

Peace depends on whether the

And reductions in tax rates 
ranging from 30 per cent in the 
lowest bracket to 10 per cent in 
the higher bracket. 

The House passed the measure 
in the face of general predictions 
that President Truman will veto it 
unless the Senate changes it. The 
President had called for a $40 coast- 
of-living tax cut for every individ- 
ual and dependent. 

Before the vote, Rep. Doughton 
of North Carolina, top Democratic 
member of the Ways and Means 
committee, told the house that if 
it held the proposed cut to around 
$4,250,000,000, the chances for 
over-riding a veto would be good. 

Congress can make a bill law 
over the President’s veto if two- 
thirds of the Senators and House 
members vote for it. There aren’t 
enough Republicans in Congress 
to pass_a bill over a veto by them- 
selves. So what Doughton was 
saying was that some Democrats 
would help them if they would 
agree to a smaller cut. 

Detail 

‘Here in more detail is what the 
Republican-Knutson bill would do: 

1. Raise individual exemptions 
by $100 from $500 to $600. This 
would remove an estimated 6,000,- 
000 low income persons from the 
tax rolls completely. It would 
cost the treasury over $2,000,000,- 
000. 

2. Apply to all states the com- 
muBgity property principle. 

3. Provide over $3,000,000,000 in 
percentage cuts as follows: 

(a) Those with incomes( after 
deductions and exemptions) which 
do fet exceed $1,000 would receive 
a per cent reduction in their 
tax. There are about 29,000,000 
taxpayers in this group. 

-(b) Those with incomes between 
$1,000 and $1,396 would receive 
reductions ranging from 30 to 20 


per cent. This affects 14,500,000 
persons. 
(c) Those with incomes be- 


tween $1,396 and $4,000 would re- 
ceive a 20 per cent reduction. 
There are in this group about 9,- 
100,000 taxpayers. 

(d) Those with incomes( after 
deductions and exempiions) above 
$4,000 would receive a 20 per cent

An dssassin’s bullets have brought to an end the life 
_ ofa man who for years had made tne political and spiritual 
life of India synonomous with his own. Now death at the 
hands of one of his own followers has shocked the world 
and brought fear of bloody civil wars in the months and 
years ahead. For Mohandas K. Gandhi, with his doctrine 
of non-violence, had kept disturbances in his country at a 
minimum and won the admiration and respect of nations 
the world over. 

Now the revered Mahatma is no more. His frail body 
was committed to the flames while millions of Indians watch- 
ed the consumation of his earthly remains, many of: them | 
weeping openly.

The assassination 
of’Gandhi was only planned to be the beginning, with 
Premier Pandit Jawahrlal Nehru and Maulana Azad, Nehru's 
Moslem associate as the next victims. 

Can the people of India stop extremists like those who 
killed their leader or will they be engulfed by a wave of 
terriorism that may return India back to its medieval his- 
tory and. with it push the entire world back another 100 
Years? There has been no great evidence of unification 
among India’s divergent population since the country be- 
came free of British rule. Will this tragic loss seek to bring 
about that unity or instead sink it deeper into the mire of 

_ death and massacre? 

ee These are the things that people everywhere contem- 
“plate as they get over the first shock of Gandhi's assassi- 
-yrttion. Americans must remember what happened to our 
country after the civil war when another band of extremists 
assassinated Abraham Lincoln, bringing in its wake the 
wicious carpetbaggers and a peace upon the South more 
harsh than we have ever imposed on a foreign nation. 

The full consequence of Gandhi's death will become 
yividly apparent within the next few weeks, perhaps days. 
The struggle for power among Indian politicians might well 
ignite the fuse of a country which has always been loaded 
with dynamite. When the explosion finaily comes its re- 
sults in the world’s future may be tao fearful to comprehend. 
In the meantime. tne world watches anc waits—waits with 
‘seme hope but more with fear for it may well be another 
hundred years before a man of Gandhi's stature appears
